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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  May  8,  1970  announced  an 
increase  of  200,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  determination  of 
sugar  requirements  (quotas)  for  the  continental  United  States.  This 
brings  the  total  to  11  million  tons  for  the  calendar  year.  The  Depart- 
ment aldo  declared  and  allocated  deficits  of  300,000  tons  and  15,000 
tons  in  the  sugar  quotas  of  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands.  The 
press  release  detailing  the  allocation  of  the  increased  quotas  and 
deficits  appears  herein  beginning  on  Page  6. 

Sugar  sales  by  all  primary  distributors  through  May  16  totaled 
3,860,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports. 
This  was  about  392,000  tons  more  than  during  the  comparable  period  of 
1969  and  276,000  tons  more  than  during  this  part  of  1968.  Taking 
into  account  constructive  deliveries  (sugar  sold  before  year's  end  but 
physically  delivered  in  the  first  two  months  of  the  following  year), 
which  at  year  end  1968  totaled  217,000  tons  compared  with  40,000  tons 
at  year  end  1969,  physical  deliveries  in  1970  to  date    have  been 
215,000  and  305,000  tons  respectively,  more  than  during  corresponding 
periods  of  1969  and  1968 

Reported  distribution  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1970  was  14.5  percent  above  the  same  quarter 
of  1969.    Increases  occurred  in  all  five  of  the  geographic  regions.  The 
West  increased  the  most  —  up  28.3  percent,  followed  by  the  North  Central 
region  —  up  24.6  percent;  the  mid-Atlantic  region  —  up  8.3  percent; 
the  South  —  up  5.2  percent;  and  the  New  England  region  —  up  1.1  percent. 
Individually,  37  states  received  more  sugar,  12  received  less  and  one 
state  received  about  the  same  quantity. 

Thirteen  states  received  at  least  100,000  hundredweight  of  sugar 
more  in  the  first  quarter  of  1970  than  in  that  quarter  of  1969.  Illinois 
had  the  largest  increase  —  up  1*616,000  hundredweight  —  followed  by 
California  where  reported  deliveries  increased  1,076,000  hundredweight. 
As  is  apparent  constructive  deliveries  in  these  two  states    accounted  for 
much  of  the  differences.    Of  the  twelve  states  receiving  less  sugar, 
declines  ranged  from  81,000  hundredweight  in  Georgia  to  1,000  hundred- 
weight each  in  Alaska  and  Wyoming. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  as  of  May  2,  1970  totaled  2,668,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.    This  was  93,000  tons  less  than  at 
the  end  of  March  and  29,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  April  last  year. 
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Beet  processors*  stocks  of  1,455,000  tons  were  about  98,000  tons  less 
than  a  month  earlier  and  about  31,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were    repotted  as 
878,000  tons  on  May  2,  up  82,000  tons  from  the  end  of  March  and  about 
the  same  as  a  year  ago. 

On  May  14,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  increases  of  .35  cent 
per  pound  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  industrial  sugars  sold 
in  all  sales  regions  except  the  in te mountain  Northwest  and  the  Pacific 
Coast  regions.  The  increases  were  to  take  effect  at  close  of  business 
May  14  with  two  exceptions.     In  the  Southeast  and  the  Southwest  regions, 
consideration  would  be  given  to  orders  at  prices  in  effect  May  14, subject 
to  confirmation  and  ability  to  make  shipment  or  delivery  by  the  close  of 
business  May  28,  1970.     In  the  Gulf  region,  subject  to  withdrawal  without 
notice,  consideration  would  be  given  to  orders  at  .10  cent  per  pound  below 
the  increased  price  until  close  of  business  May  28,   1970  for  shipment 
during  the  period  June  1  through  Aug.  31,  1970.    All  balances  remaining 
on  existing  contracts  in  the  Gulf  region  would  be  cancelled  as  of  the 
close  of  business  May  28,  1970.     Other  interested  sellers  followed  with 
announcements  of  similar  significance.    Another  cane  sugar  refiner 
announced  similar  price  increases  in  the  Gulf  region  but  indicated  that 
consideration  would  be  given  to  day  to  day  orders  at  pre -announcement 
prices  for  shipment  or  delivery  by  close  of  business  May  29,  1970. 

In  the  Southeastern  region  two  sellers  amended  their  previously 
announced  price  increases  by  changing  the  amount  of  the  advance  from 
.35  cent  per  pound  to  .30  cent  making  the  new  basis  11.50  cents  per  pound 
for  industrial  sugars  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags.    Provision  was  also 
made  to  accept  orders  at  the  11.20  cent  per  pound  basis  through  June  5, 
1970. 

A  beet  sugar  processor  announced  that  effective  May  15,  19  70,  in 
the  Chicago-West  region,  they  were  increasing  the  list  price  for  refined 
sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags  by  .35  cent  per  pound  —  from  10.85 
cents  to  11.20  cents.    Provision  was  included  to  accept  orders  at  pre- 
announcement  list  prices  through  May  29,  1970.    Other  interested  sellers 
followed  with  announcements  of  similar  price  increases. 

As  of  May  22,  the  following  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined 
sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  —  100  pound  paper  bags  —  for 
the  several  geographic  regions  (significant  variations  between  actual 
and  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain  regions  reflecting  competitive 
conditions  peculiar  to  these  regions):

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  during  April  was  12.76  cents  per  pound  up  from  12.70  cents 
during  March  and  12.30  cents  during  April  of  1969. 

The  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New 
York,  as  quoted  by  the  "spot"  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  was  7.90  cents  per  pound  for  the  extended  period  from  Feb.  18 
through  April  28.    On  April  29,  the  quotation  increased  to  7.95  cents 
and  on  May  1  to  8.00  cents.    On  May  7,  the  quotation  rose  to  8.10  cents, 
on  May  12  to  8.15  cents  and  on  May  14  to  8.27  cents  per  pound.  On  May  22, 
the  quotation  was  8.22  cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  January  1- 
May  22  averaged  8.00  cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.75  cents  during  the 
same  period  last  year. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  as  of  May  9,  1970  totaled  355,822 
short  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  236,761  tons  through  May  10,  1969. 
Sugar  production  early  last  year  was  below  normal  because  of  a  work 
stoppage  which  closed  down  23  of  the  Hawaiian  sugar  plantations  from 
Feb.  15  through  March  21.    Production  of  sugar  through  May  11,  1968 
amounted  to  326,263  tons,  96°  basis. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  through  May  10,  1970  .amounted 
to  394,360  tons  compared  with  377,224  tons  produced  during  that  period  of 
1969.    While  sugar  production  so  far  this  year  is  ahead  of  last  year, the 
yield  of  sugar    per  ton  of  cane  has  averaged  much  less  —  8.038  percent 
compared  with  8.834  percent  during  the  comparable  period  last  year.  The 
reduced  yield  this  year  is  believed  to  have  resulted  primarily  from 
trashier  cane  as  a  consequence  of  unfavorable  weather  during  harvest  and 
the  greater  use  of  mechanical  harvesters  because  of  the  scarcity  of 
cane  cutters. 

The  price  for  world  sugar  bagged  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,  including  Brazil,  as  quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange,  averaged  3.62  cents  per  pound  during  April.    This  compares 
with  3.44  cents  in  March  and  3.76  cents  per  pound  in  April  a  year  ago. 
The  price  which  had  strengthened  considerably  since  early  January  has 
weakened  since  the  first  of  May,  declining  from  3.90  cents  on  May  1  to 
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J. 67  cents  per  pound  on  May  11.    More  recently  the  price  has  fluctuated 
ip  and  down  and  on  May  22  the  quotation  was  3.67  cents  per  pound. 

On  May  5,  1970,  trading  in  M  World"  sugar  contract  No.  11  of  the  New 
fork  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  began.    This  is  a  bulk  sugar  contract 
thich  is  designed  to  eventually  replace  the  No.  8  "World"  contract  for 
jagged  sugar.    It  also  differs  in  that  delivery  would  be  stowed  on  board 
jhip  without  the  option  to  accept  delivery  in  the  warehouse.    Thus  the 
contract  is  better  attuned  than  the  #8  contract  to  the  customs  of  the 
International  Sugar  Agreement.    For  the  period  May  5-22,  the  No.  11 
'spot"  quotations  have  ranged  from  3.74  cents  per  pound  on  May  5  to  3.57 
:ents  on  May  8  and  have  averaged  3.63  cents  compared  with  an  average  of 
J. 73  cents  per  pound  for  sugar  traded  during  the  same  period  under  the 
Ho.  8  (bagged)  contract. 

On  May  22,  futures  contracts  for  World  sugar  quoted  on  the.  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  ranged  from  3.71  cents  per  pound  for  July  1970' 
delivery  to  3.76  cents  for  September  1971  delivery. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  International  Sugar  Organization  will 
:>pen  one  of  its  regular  sessions  in  London  on  May  26.  The  meeting  which 
follows  the  declaration  on  May  15  of  members*  shortfalls  will  involve 
i  review  of  the  market  situation,  particularly  in  the  light  of  these 
declarations.    Members  will  also  review  final  statistics  of  their  1969 
performances •

Sugar  Requirements  Increased  and  Deficits  Reallocated: 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  May  8,  1970  announced 
an  increase  of  200,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  determination 
of  sugar  requirements  (quotas)  for  the  continental  United  States  to  a 
total  of  II  million  tons  for  this  calendar  year.  The  Department  also 
declared  a  deficit  of  300,000  tons  in  the  sugar  quota  for  Puerto  Rico 
and   15,000  tons  in  that  for  the  Virgin  Islands. 

The  quota  for  Hawaii  was  reduced  4,514  tons  on  the  basis  of  final 
data  for  the  production  and  marketing  of  sugar  in  1969.  This  quantity 
was  prorated  to  foreign  countries. 

The  Department  does  not  have  information  that  would  indicate  that 
the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  will  be  able  to  participate  in  servicing 
deficits  arising  in  other  areas.  Accordingly,  the  deficits  declared 
today  were  allocated  in  their  entirety  to  Western  Hemisphere 
countries  . 

The  effect  of  this  action  is  to  increase  the  quota  for  the  domestic 
beet  sugar  area  by  95,333  tons,  that  for  the  mainland  sugarcane  area 
by  34,667  tons,  and  the  quotas  of  foreign  countries  by  389,514  tons 
while  reducing  the  quota  of  Hawaii  by  4,514  tons. 

Sales  of  refined  sugar  during'the  first  four  months  of  the  year  were 
well  in  excess  of  seasonal  expectations.  Thus  far,  raw  sugar  has  been 
available  in  adequate  quantity  to  service  cane  sugar  refiners'  share  of 
the  increased  refined  sugar  sales.  However,  known  scheduled  arrivals 
of  off-shore  raw  sugar  for  May  and  June  appear  limited  in  relation 
to  expected  demand,  now  that  the  period  of  peak  consumption  is 
approaching  . 

Today's  action  is  expected  to  add  to  the  offerings  of  raw  sugar  for 
near  term  delivery  and  also  to  assist  foreign  countries  in  planning 
and  scheduling  their  exports  to  the   United  States.
